Kins Coal. 

A \mit to Naiiaimo, the seat of Kiug 
Coal, novor fails to'improHs observaut 
nud roilecting poraons mth fresh con- 
BciouBnesa of tihe power ■wliioh that 
Bable monarch Is destined to wield ou 
the North "Pacific. The Vftncouvor 
Coal* ppmpany are opening up tho 
Nangiunp,. Mines very extensively. 
Douglas Pit, a largely productive 
mine, is fitul' competent to, and for tho 
most. part does, supply present do- 
maud. But, inanticij>ationofincroasotl 
demand, works are being rapidly 
developed lit various other points. Tho 
deep pit, three hundred feet below the 
Burfaco, will win several square miles 
of oonl. "Workmeu have only Just com- 
menced to drivo out from tho bottom 
of this Bhaft and aro cros.siuf; Avhat in 
mining parlance is termed a "fault," 
which lias somowliat dislocated tlio 
fitrata inmiodiatcly abo\o and below 
tho soam. But the coal, although con- 
torted considerably, iw of excellent 
quality; and indications aro met 
with only a few feet from the 
pit bottom showing that tho ter- 
mination of the "fault" cannot bo 
far oil'. Tho seom is from six to eight 
feet in thicknoss, and vrill continne to 
turn out tho "Black Diamond" for an 
indofinito period. OuNewcastlo hsland 
the samo Company have a sidondid 
prospect. Here there aro two Reams 
being worked into, — tlio one kno\m as 
the Newcastle, tho other the DouglaH. 
Both of these seams crop out near tho 
water's edge, and are in eveiy respect 
just as conveniently situated for work- 
ing and shipping as one covdd well 
conceiv&.or vrish a coal mine to bo. 
Newcastle seam is from eight to nine 
fqet ii^ ^thickness, and a "heading" is 
driven 5htb it two hundred and fifty 
yards hywayof exploration. Thiamine 
isfiilly ready to yield a regular out-put 
of excellent coal. The Douglas seam 
is explored by slope two hundred and 
seventy yards from the surface, the 
coal imp v,-'ng in thickness as tho 
depth increases, At the bottom of the 
slope tho fonnation i» divided into two 
parts, — thus: throe and a half foot of 
coal, and two and a half feet of indu- 
rated clay, and ovor the clay there are 
throe feet of coal. As tho slope dcei> 
ens the fire clay grows thinner, and 
eiporienced miners argiio confidcnfly 
from this gradual convergence of the 
two seams of coal that they will bo 
found to join not far off. Thoro ap- 
pears to be no roasonablo ground of 
doubt as to tho extent and continuity 
of these I.sla.nd coals, as both fjoams 
are found in proper position on both 
sides of tho Island. "SMiarf acconnno- 
dation and tho best and inoKt coiii])lcto 
appliances and facilities for shipiiing 
the coal aro being projected and jiro- 
vided as fast as the works can bo pro- 
ceeded with. Other explorations for 
- d(^g^fip^ are about to be made. It 
mU be iinpoBsible to dwell upon the 
Toiyrcomplete, substantial and oxten- 
, dvCjDiharacter of the Company's works 
and inachineiy. These might well oc- 
cupy an entire article. Were we to stop 
liifro, the reader would receive a veiy 
•iiiadequate impression as to tho ox- 
ten^ of the coal measures at Nanaimo 
anti &e amount of enterprise applied 
to their developement. Tho Wel- 
lington Coal Mine (perhujw moio 
generally known as the Diuisiuuir 
Mine) on Departure Bay, about three 
miles above tho town of Nanaimo, 
must not bo accounted as aniun;^'Ht the 
least important of our coal worlnngs. 
Here the indomitable perseverance of 
Mr. Dunsniuir was rewarded by lind- 
ing a seam of very superior coal, hav- 
ing a thickness ranging from ciglit to 
thirteen feet, and in a position highly 
favorable to proiitable dovolopinoiit. 
This mine is about three, milos distant 
from the point ofshipinenton Departure 
Bay and has been worked for mure; 
than a twelvemonth. A very substan- 
tial wooden tramway has been con- 
fitnietod from the mine U) the wider, 
wlioro largo and commodious wharves 
have boon built. At present tho coal 
is transported in tnuns drawn by 
horses; but tlio outori)rising manager 
has resolved that in tho course of an- 
o'tber year tho wooden rail shall he su- 
perceded by the iron, and the horse by 
the locomotive steam ong-ino. This 
ciirsory and necessarily vory incom- 
plete sketch may suflice to show that 
British Columbia possesfjcs .groat coal 
stores and that she is not altogether 
linprej^iedto meet the gfefljftly.'increas- 
ed demand almost certiim vbjy soon 
;^ho mado upon thrso stores. " Italso 
■j^nts to tho great impnrtaiico' bf Na- 
naimo, tho Ncw(^astlo of tho Domin- 
ion.

A tolognun wah reooivod yostorjiay from 
Mr. O'Eoilly. llo arrivod at Soda Crot k 
on tke night of tho 11th inst,, and will 
arrive at Victoria on Saturday next. Jtr. 
^'O'Reilly gives no particulars of his trip; 
but as hia last letter was dated July 21st 
from a point a few miles above tlio 
head of canoe navigation, it will be noon 
that, including delays from forest iiros, 
want of Indian packevH, luicl for iho pur- 
poHO of conimuiiicittint^ nud trciitiufj: witli 
bostilo Iiuliuii CliicfM, lio lius inuilo llu> 
trii) to Soda Creok in twonty-ouo days. 

Ebeuezer CIhitcIi. 

Having ah-oady alluded to tho oiiening 
eorvicos of Ebenezor Churoli, Nanaimo, 
KB shall now give a brief description of 
the edifice. Tho style of architecture is a 
mixture of the Gothic and Doric, and tlio 
building is on the Cruciform plan. Tho 
.l^dlding stands on an elevated and com- 
mandin^sito., forming the most notieeablo 
featnro of tho. town — tlio first to eatcli tho 
oye of tho approaehiiip: stranger as the 
ship outers the masiiifieent harbor of Na- 
naimo. Tho iiiain-entraneo is at tho east 
end; tho vestihiilo being' f-urinonntod by 
throo windowfi and ix liay, all of the Dorie 
order, imparting to tho oiitranoo, which 
is spacious and convenient, a light and 
airy appearance. The vestibule is separ- 
ated from the nave by folding doors, neat- 
ly covered with green cloth. The nave is 
52 feet long, by 25 feet wide, and is pierc- 
ed by six windows, relieved at tho heads 
fromthe niuuuions so as to corrospond ■\vith 

^thosa over tho entranco. Tho insido of 
theao windows is roliovod by abold ar{>hi- 
trave O. G-. moulding. This moulding 
rests ou a heavy nosing, with Scotia 
moulding running tho entiro longtli of 

, tho building on both Hides. A li|,'ht O. 
O. cornice is carried along tho sides near 
the coiling, which conceals an opening 
loft between the sides and the coiling for 
purposes of ventilation. Tho transept is 
40 feet long by 16 feet .wide, and is weU 
lighted by moans of a large window at 
each end. These windows aro dejiressed 
Gothic, and have rich tracery and trefoil 
tops from mull ion, sot in beautifully 
♦taiaod glass. Tlio heiglit of ceiling is ]o 
foot in tho nave; with a spring of four 
foot from tho hides, forming a flat of about 
four foot iu centre. Tho intersections of 
tho navo ceiling willi the ti ansoi)t aro 
graoofullj' roliovod by bluo ribbing, with 
ornnmontal drops of the same color so ar- 
ranged as to admit of tho chandelier rods 
passing through and depending therefrom. 
The arohitectural effect throughout, but 
mote particularly in the transept, is very 
happy, and the acoustic properties of the 
building are excellent. Two largo and 
very beautiful chandeliers depend from 
tho nnvo cc^iling, -with jirovision for two 
more in the transept; and on eith(>r side 
tho building is well Hup])l\i'd witli brac- 

• ket lamps of rich jialtcrii to com-spond 
with tho order of the ari^hileetiire. At 
tho west ond, in tlio transept, is a jilatform 
raised sixteen inclios abovo thotioor, rich- 
ly carpeted and furnished. This plat form is 

# enclosed by a rail and bannisters, fornuug 
the altar with cushioned communion 
ledge and rostrum in the centre, tho desk 
projecting about one foot in front with 
^}ch crimson cushion and fringed tapes- 
try. The building is powod thronRliout 
with framed scats, stained and varnished; 
tlio sidoH [and end.s aro of painted oak, 
shadod and varuished, tho casinf,'H and 
in.ouldings Ijoing of a darker shad(>, pre- 
Honting ft happy contrast. Thnro is pow 
nccomiiiodation for about 250 ])ersonM. 
Tho school-room immediately adjoins the 
main ))uildiug on tho west end.

Tho Gazette says Plantji- 
mour was right when ho assorted that tho 
orbit of his comet crossed tho earth in 
suoh a way as to necessitate a collision of 
the two bodies. Bookh and Plantamour 
state theri\ is no reason to disbeiiovo tliat 
tho orbit of tho comet is strictly a jiaral- 
lol and that iu passing on towards tho 
sun, the new visitor to solar system will 
smile on us on Aug. 12th, with what re- 
sult, however, it is impossible to foretell. 
When first observed, the comet was far 
beyond the most distant point reached by 
Newton. Subsoquont obsorvntions show 
it is moving with a velocity of about 19 
miles a second, about tho rato tho oarth 
moves in its orbit, and that early in Aug. 
it will bo visible to tho naked oyo. Twelve 
and half degrees west of the polar star it 
will become more distinctly visible, and 
tho tail will bo seen divided into three 
parts. Thencft forward until llin collision 
take place. It will inorenso in ap])arent 
size and splendor until its light bIirII fill 
ontiro heavens rendering the stars, moon 
and even tho sun invisiblo. As to the ei- 
act hour of tho arrival of tho comet thoro 
is a disagreement between tho result ar- 
rived at b^'tho astronomers, Bockh giving 
it as 12 or 20 minutes to ■! p. m., Greon- 
wich time; whilo Plaiitanionr placi>s it at 
()::!fl p. m., a difference of 2 hours and 5() 
minutes.

The mem- 
bers of the plot are said to have 
numbered sonic liuiulrodR, and t heir 
badge to have been a yollow liandkev- 
chiof, rollod up iu tho uloevo of tlio 
right hand, so aa to bo coiivonitnitly 
shown wliou ueeessaay. Intiinatioim 
having been received by the authori- 
ties that an insurrection was ponding, 
close search was made at Soochow, 
Avhicli rosultod in tho cajituro of the 
ringleaders, several of wlioni wero exe- 
cuted on Thursday. Foreigners and 
Chinese wore to have sulForcd nlilco 
if the insuiTGction could havo been car- 
riod into effect. 

Tlio Pokin Gazotio reports furtliei' 
victorioH over tho robels in |Kweicliow, 
who have again boon slaughtered in 
"countless numbora" by the entbusias- 
tio soldiers of the Empire. Some pro- 
groHH does seem to bo nmdo by tlio 
IinporialiHts in this iirovinco, but 
onough victory and Hlaiighter has been 
already recordod to recover and de- 
populate tho provinces ten tiuios over.

Tho iollowing extract from a Bpeecli 
lately delivered at Lakeside, Nissouri, 
by Hon. George Alexander, is worthy

last year of ?800,()00 in the public bur- 
dons, and again now to-diiy, a fiirfbor 
reduction of $l,2:)0,()f)0 by the groat 
boon of giving tho people free tea and 
coffee — 1 say, after all those reductions 
in public exponditirre, we find tho as- 
touisbing fact that wo Im.vo to-day a 
surpluR in tho Dominion Treasury of 
$y,OUO,000 also. Such able adiii'ins- 
tratiou of our affairs will <loiil)tk'ss l)e 
acknowledged by a greatful and goiu r- 
ouH people; for wo cannot to-day name 
the country tliat has boon bettor govern- 
ed than tho Dominion of Canada since 
the inau{:;niration of the Union. Tlu; 
steady policy of tlio majority of our 
Legialature has been to remove all 
causes of discontent — to create a feel- 
ing of coulidoiico iu tlio justice of tlio 
central govornmont, audio bring idiout 
tho union of spirit and ]uir]K.'So wliicli 
isiiidispensable to our future eipiuision 
and growth. Aud they have steadily 
pursued that policy amidst the unceas- 
ing raisroprosentation of the press op- 
posed to them. But tho people — tho 
great and only fountain of powor, — 
can aud do diacriminalo wtio are tlic Inie 
friends of the country, and wlio nro 
the best capable of managing their 
affairy." 

An impression prevails among many 
batliors that the buoyant c[uality of water 
is so great that one can safoljf divo into 
comparatively shallow v-nter from a con- 
sidorable height. To all such belicn-ers 
the following case — taken from oui; of our 
English exohonges — may prove a useful 
ami seasonable warning: Ono Sun. lay 
afternoon, very recently, a man of forty- 
three years of age went to bathe at one of 
the London baths, and dived in head lirst 
at tho end where tho water is only three 
feet six inches in de])th, and 'on ris- 
ing to tho Rurfaco his head aud should- 
orn wore observed to remain under water. 
Ono of his companions drew the attontion 
cf another to the strange appearance, 
and asked if their friend "was acting;' 
but on examination it was found the man 
was actually drowning. Ho was instantly 
taken out and conveyed in a cab to tiio 
Koynl Infirmary, whoro ho iniuied lately 
died. It was found that by striking his 
head against tho bottom of tho bath ho 
had fractured one of tho bones of tho
